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An Interim Program offers high school students the 
opportunity to expand their outlook on education^ school function, 
and community resources through a tvo-veek seri^^s of courses between 
semeste.^^s . The courses are grouped under two headings: Intearim Course 
Offerings (Academic and A Vocational) and Career Research Laboratory 
Program* The mini-courses vary in length from ^5 min!ifces to three 
hours, each student taking a minimum of 4 1/2 hours per day.. Courses 
are taught by teachers, students, administrators, and community 
people. Remedial courses are also offered. The Career Research 
Laboratory Program is open to seniors who spend the tMoo weeks 
ilforking , on a one— to-one basis, with a member of an occupation pf 
their choice* Each student is observed once a week by a staff member;

IHTEKIH CAREER RESEAKCH LABORATORY PROGRAJ^ 

Seniors at Qrandywine are given the option during Interim of 
participating in the Career Researcli laboratory Prijgrani, Student;* 
choosing this option spend the. two weeks working, on a one-to-one 
basiSj with a member of an occupation of their choice. 

The purpose of the Career Research Lab is to provide students 
the opportuiiity to; 

a) Explore — tti rough first hand ohseruat ion^ experience ^ and 
related readings — a career aroa in which they nrtf con- 
sidering Investing their adult lives. 

b) Study and be expoHcd to ns many facets possihle of the 
socio-economic life of the community and of the industry or 
facility which the student Studios, 

c> Begin to develop leadership qualities and habits of 
responsibi 11 ty, analysis ^ and plaiin ing. 

In order to provide the Lab student with a full and realistic 
view of the chosen occupation^ his hours and acLivities coincide wi:h 
those of his sponsor, A lawyer chooses a variety of related reading 
materials so that his intern will be more familiar with the cases in 
which he is involved, A physician phone;* his intern at 2:00 a,m. so 
that they can work together on an emergency case. Opportunities are 
provided for interns to observe other members of the field at work or 
in meetings. At the end of the two-week I,ab^ each participant h.is 
been exposed to a wide ranRO of experience;* which he would encounter 
as a member of his selected career. 

Participants in the Career Lab Program do not receive any pay. 
The v^ilue to the student is the opportunity to observe and participate 
in the career of his or her choice, Also^ tho. ;*chool does not want to 
discourage potential sponsors by requesting payment for the Students, 
Lunches^ parking^ and transportation costs are paid by the student. 

Student supervision^ during the Lab progr^iro is of primary con- 
cern to the faculty at Brandywine, Each student is ob^^crvcd once 
a weekj on the job, by a [Qrandywine staff raeniber- Career Lab parti-* 
cipants are required to complete a diary-type report at the end of 
the first and second weeks of the experience, 

John Curran^ Career Coordinator^ and bis staff work extremely 
Long hours in trying to gather the range of sponsors necessary to 
maintain the current success which the Lnb program enjoys- In some 
cases the range of careers open to student Involvement extends beyond 
the resources of the Wilmington coinmunity, lChi]e the majority of the 
150 participating students are involved in Such occupations as taxi- 
dermy j medicine ^ teachings re^il «s tate * electronics , and coirmuni ca- 
tions, several students have opted for fields not avallab le within 
the community. Last year^ arrangements were made for two girls to 
spend their two weeks in Vermont learning about motel management. 
Another girl participated in the program as a baUel dancer with a 
New York city troupe. When students choose an employer away from 
home, they are responsible for providing their own transportation 
and for planning room and hoard. At the same time, the school works 
very closely with parents^ meeting with them individually to help 
organise the experience, A const-int line of communication involving 
school^ parentj and sponsor is maintained with each student throughout 
the duration of the career lab, Currnn feels it does not matter 
whether the students emerge from their career experience with a less 
enthu;Jiastic feeling toward that career; the importani factor is that 
each student becomes aware of the positive and negative attractions 
of a c-areer he or she observes,

The following pages contain course descriptions and other valuable irLfornjation 
on the more than 125 courses to be offered during the forthcoming Interim Program. Stu- 
dents are asked to study this document carefially and to think seriousljr about course work 
that they would like to become ir,volved in, A form will be distributed in homeroom this 
weekj on which the student body will be asked to list first choices and alternates • The 
following items will serve as a guacfeline. 

All students shotild plan to be involved in a rainimmi of hours of programming. 
This may be a choice of one three-hour course and one 90-minute offering^ three 90-minute 
programs^ or a combination of 45j 9Qj or 3"hour courses to total the required 4^ hours* 
Because the final mster schedule has not yet been builtj it is not possible for us to 
determine what conflicts may result from individual choices • Vie do knov; from experience^ 
however J that a rather substantial number of such conflicts are possible. This being the 
casQj we are asking students to choose an alternate for each of the courses selected. 
Since students are asked to choose at least one offering from the A courses^ at least one 
alternate must also be included from the A courses to total the 4^ hoin*s mirdjnum. Our 
purpose in this pre-re gist ration is to get a final check on those courses for which inter- 
est was marginal before and to determine the nunfcer of sections required for those programs 
having large student interest, While this pre-registration is not necessarily binding^ 
we wotild ask that students gn.ve serious thought to the kinds of things which interest 
them for the Interim, 

Final registration wiJ.l be held later this month and will be handled in a 
coHsge stylej where students will report to a central registratim center to pick up 
roster cards for the courses of their choice. Since there will be limited enrollment for 
some courseSj ^r^m of these prograiiis will '^fill'^ and will be closed early in the regis- 
tration day. Seniors will register firsts followed by juniors^ then sophomoreSj but 
registration will generally be on a first-comej first-served basis, 

A number of significant remedial courses are being offered, to students and may 
be elei^ted either in addition to or as a part of the 4i-hcur minimum. This is a most 
valuable opportunity for students at any grade level who are having academic difficulty 
to ^'catch up" on regular class work* While students will NOT be assigned to i^emedial 
workj it should be mentioned that small class sises in these areas in particular will 
enable students and teachers to vjork on almost a one-to-one basis. Remedial classes will 
be offered for a 45-minute period and should be an asset to students as they look forward 
to the second semester. Take advantage of these programs. 

Any senior interested in the Career Research Laboratozy phase of the Interim is 
reminded that he should not regit,ter for regular coxH^se work but should fill out the Career 
Research Laboratory forn© and turn them in to Mr, CxH^ran, 

FinalJjTj there will undoubtedljr be some courses scheduled for the evening hours. 
Tentative plans are for these programs to be scheduled during the period 6:30 to 9:30 p,m,; 
however^ there will probabljr not be bus transportr.tion provided for this tiuie. Those 
students who sign up for compses scheduled for the evening willj of coursej be excused 
either dur^Jig. the morning or afternoon sessions when they are unscheduled* There will be 
an opportunity to indicate a preference for night work; no student ivill be so assigned 
without his' approval, ■ 
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There will be two sl^jiificant changes from last year in the course deacription 
booklet in addition to the some 3$ new course changes. You will notice that there are 
courses listed in the B section which are labeled G, Because there was a great deal of 
overcrowding in these recreational programs held in the gym areas, and because it is our 
intent to open the gym for unstructured recreation during at least one period during the 
day, it is necessary for us to limit the number of such courses any student may elect. 
In order, then, for as many students as possible to become Involved, no student may 
select more than 90 minutes' worth of G courses, 

UW-le the course description booklet does not describe the programs in 
Continuing Math (i,e,, Algebra-Trig and Calculus), students who are involved in those 
courses during the regular tem should so indicate on ttie preliminary registration form*

The following pages contain course descriptions and other val\;able information 
on the 139 courses to be offered during the forthcoming Interim Program. Stirients are 
asked to stiidy this document c^<refully and to think seriously about course work that they 
would like to become involved In. A form xcLll be distributed in homeroom on Monday on 
which the stirient body will be asked to list first choices and alternates. The following 
items will serve as a guideline. 

All stirients should plan to be involved in a minimum of hours of programming. 
This may be a choice of one three-hour course and one 90-ininute offering^ three ninety- 
minute programs, or a combination of U5j 90, or 3-hour courses to total the required 
l^s hours. Because the final master schedule has not y^ been builtj it is not possible 
for us to determine what conflicts may result from individual choices. We do know from 
experience, however, that a rather substantial number of such conflicts are possible. 
This being the case, we are asking stirients to choose an alternate for each of the courses 
selected. Since stiidents are asked to choose at least one offering from the A courses, 
at least one alternate must also be incliried from the h courses to total the Us hour 
minimum. Our purpose in this pre -re gist rati on is to get a final check on those courses 
for which interest was mrginal before and to determine the number of sections required 
for those programs having large stirient interest. VJhile this pre-registration is not 
necessarily binding, we would ask that students give serious thought to the kirds of 
things which interest them for the Interim. 

Final registration x^ill be held in December and will be liandled in a college 
style where stiidents vxill report to a central registration center to pick up roster cards 
for the courses of their choice. Since there vJxll be limited enrollment for some courses, 
some of these programs will ^*fill" and will be closed early in the registration d^iy. 
Seniors will register first, followed by juniors^ then sophomores, but registration will 
generally be on a first-come, first-served basis. 

A number of significant remedial courses are being offered to stiidents and may 
be elected either in addition to or as a part of the ii?g-hour mirojTium. This is a most 
v^iluable opportunity for stirients at any grade level who are having academic difficulty to 
"catch up" on regular class work. VJhile students will NOT be assigned to remedial work, it 
should be mentioned that small class siaes in these areas in particular will enable 
stirients and teachers to work on almost a one-to-one basis- Remedial classes will be 
offered for a U5-minute period and should be an asset to stiidents as they look fonirard to 
the second semester. Take advantage of these programs. 

jlny senior interested in the CAre&r Research Laboratory phase of the Interim is 
reminded that he should not register for regular course work but should fill out the 
Career Research Laboratory portion of the pre-registration form on Monday. 

Finally, there will undoubtedly be some courses scheduled for the evening ho\irs. 
Tentative plans are for these programs to be scheduled during the period 6^0 to 9:30 P.M. 5 
however, there will probably not be bus transportation provided for this time. Those 
students who sign up for courses scheduled for the evening will, of course, be excused 
either during the morning or afternoon sessions when they are unschediiled. There will be 
an opportunity to indicate a preference for night work^ no student \rxll be so assigned 
without his approval.
